PARKING, WHOSE responsibil- 
ity? ; 

SHOPPERS SAY that if mer- 
chants want their business, there 
must be parking available, and 
with everyone riding on wheels, 
developments in many communi- 
ties have shown that if shoppers 
don’t get parking, they go else- 
where. 

BUSINESS MEN say that they 
must have parking to serve their 
customers, and in serving their 
customers there is certainly the 
thought of private profit. 

STORE PERSONNEL say park- 
ing must be available to them, and 
there can be no argument about 
this. In Porterville, some 750 
cars are driven into the “down- 
town” business district every 
morning to remain someplace un- 
til closing time at the end of the 
day. These cars cannot be ignor- 
ed because of the simple fact that 
they are there — every day. 

CITY OF PORTERVILLE says 
that it will provide some parking. 
Pattern of the past several years 
indicates that this city-owned 
parking has been provided as rap- 
idly as funds from parking meters 
becomes available, and, generally, 
in areas scattered through the 
downtown business district. 


SO WHAT does it all add up to. 
Perhaps this: Shoppers, through 
the use of parking meters, have, 
in a sense, provided their own 
parking to considerable extent. 
Individual business firms, to a

VISALIA, Apr. 28 — As grow- 
ers plan their insect and disease 
control it would be wise to check 
the area around their cultivated 
fields with the thought of elimin- 
ating weeds and volunteer plants. 

Weeds are triple villains. They 

‘compete with the crop for nutri- 
ents. Weeds harbor insects that 
attack the crop. They also serve 
as hosts for important plant dis- 
eases.

Weedy fields or fields surround- 
ed by weedy areas tend to have 
larger and more continuing insect 
problems than clean fields. Punc- 
ture bur, for instance, is a fa- 
vorite host of: mites. 3 

Weeds often carry diseases such 
as curly top and cucumber mosaic. 
Insects transmit these diseases to 
the cultivated crops. 

Often these weeds can be elim- 
inated at the time the field is cul- 
tivated. Oil sprays will kill most 
insects as well as controlling the 
annual weeds. Other sprays that 
kill more slowly should be applied 
early in the season of insect con- 
trol. The weeds should be dead 
before the crop is treated for in- 
sects so the crop is not reinfest- 
ed by insects moving from the 
dying weeds into the crop.

VISALIA, Apr. 28 — Of interest 
to local cotton growers is a recent 
report of the Textile Economics 
bureau showing changes in tex- 
tile fiber use during a ten-year 
period, 1949 through 1958. 
Amounts of cotton, wool and man- 
made fibers used alone or in 
blends were reported, according to 
their end uses. 

Cotton made up the largest 
share of these three types of fi- 
bers, reports Mrs. Anna Price Gar- 
ner, area home advisor. 

Cotton accounted for almost 
two-thirds of all fibers used. Dur- 
ing this period there has been a 
six per cent increase in use of man- 
made. fibers, while wool useage 
dropped three per cent. 

There were shifts in useage of 
manmade fibers too. Rayons and 
acetates dropped in popularity, 
while acrylic and polyester fibers 
increased in amounts consumed.

Sea Water Conversion Plant Operated By Edison 


OXNARD, Apr. 28 — The first 


general purpose sea water conver- 
sion plant on the Pacific Coast has 
been put into operation by South- 
ern California Edison company at 
its steam electric plant on Manda- 
lay beach near Oxnard, with an 
investment of $250,000. 


World-wide interest has been 
expressed in this project not only 
because it employs a new distilla- 
tion principle but also because it 
will be the subject of an intensive 
three year research program. 

Edison officials said the unit 
will be utilized to search for a 


more economical method of ex- 
tracting potable water from the 
sea by distillation. This plant, 
they said, is the first of its kind 
in the country to be used in con- 


junction with an existing steam- 
electric generation station.
